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Rifle Important 

It is very important that you 
have the proper rifle and am¬ 
munition when seeking deer in 
this section of the country. How 
many times have we witnessed 
hunters with rifles and loads way 
too light for taking of deer, and 
have heard these same nimrods 
reliving the hunt for a deer that 
Ithey had shot and never found. 
The right rifle for this section 
should have a short barrel and 
be chambered for a reasonably 
heavy bullet that shoots at a 
moderate velocity. The rifle 
should also be light, and able 
to be handled fast. The reason 
for a moderate velocity bullet is 
that in woods shooting you usual¬ 
ly have close range shots through 
twigs, limbs and even leaves. It 
is possible that your first shot 
could be deflected and miss the 
deer entirely. Then a fast second 
shot is necessary. A lever action, 
pump, or automatic rifle should 
meet the above requirements. 

It seems to me that the ideal 
rifle for this area might be found 
from the following: Winchester 
Model 94 in all its calibers, Win¬ 
chester 88 and 100 in .308, Sav¬ 
age 99DL in .308 and .358, the 
Marlin 336 in all its calibers, and 
Remington 742 and 760 pump in 
.308 and .306. For ammunition 
pick a bullet that mushrooms 
quickly and has lots of shock 
power. You’ll find that a heavy,
